because of the brownish color of 
the water, then the

enough fertilizer. 


When fertilization is necessary, 


apply the fertilizer at 10-day inter- 
vals for the first three or four ap- 
plications. Adding fertilizer to the 
water in the pond should not stop 
in the summer, but should continue 
as needed, into early fall.

_Chicago, Sept. 27 —(UP) — 
ihe nation's second largest city 
began preparing today for an 
atomic attack. 
' Mayor M a r t i n 
Kcnnelly" 
called a meeting of top off! 
cials for tomorrow to lay out 
a program 
to minimize the 
after affects of an attack upon 
the nation's railroad hub. 


He directed Chief Fire Mar- 
shall Anthony J. Mullaney, who 
also is the city's chief of civi- 
lian defense, to act as chair 
man of the meeting. 


The group will aim at coor- 
dinating and bringing up to 
date Chicago's disaster relief 
program in the light of the re- 
cent announcement that Russia 
has the secret 
of the atom 
bomb. 


Kenhelly, in issuing his call 


for the meeting, 
warned that 
the city probably would be one 
of the first targets hit by an 
enemy because of it sstrategic 
position 
as a 
transportation 
and industrial center. He said 
the 
news that 
Russia 
had 


achieved an atomic explosion 
had disturbed him and prompt- 
ed -him to call the meeting 


Revision of 
Tax Law Gets 
Top Priority 


Washington, Sept. 27 — (#)— A 
general revision 
of federal 
tax 
laws was assigned top priority to- 
day for congressional 
action 
in 


1950. 
It may produce some new 
taxes in a drive to balance the 
nation's budget. 


Whether the new tax law will 


bear any resemblance to President 
Truman's now-abandoned 1949 pro- 
posal for a $4,000,000,000 increase 
— no one now can say. As a gen- 
eral rule, congress is not disposed 
to raise taxes in an election year 
— which 1950 would be. 


There 
were 
indications 
that, 
while hunting for new sources of 
revenue, congress may actually re- 
duce some levies—probably in the 
excise list. Some members believe 
the wartime excise rates to be 
burdensome both to taxpayers and 
to business. 


House 
Speaker 
Rayburn 
dis- 
closed the tax bill priority for 1950 
in calling for immediate house ac- 
tion on a pending measure calling 
for expansion of the government's 
social security program. 


The idea, Rayburn said, is to 
clear the way for the house ways 
and means committee to 
tackle 
overall tax revisions early 
next 
year. 


The speaker did not say definitc- 


•y what he expects in the new tax 
:aw but he did comment, signifi- 
cantly, that the government can- 
not indefinitely continue deficit fi- 
Tancing—that is, borrowing to pay 
for day-to-date spending. 


This followed a recent 
state- 
ment by ways and means Chair- 
man Doughton (D-NC), top Demo- 
cratic tax manager, that "I am op- 
posed to deficit financing except 
in case of war or serious econom- 
ic emergency, x x x A balanced 
budget in the near future, in my 
opinion, is essential to the econom- 
ic stability and prosperity of the 
country." 


Experts are estimating that the 
government, in the current fiscal 
year ending next June 30,. will go 
into the red by more than $5,000,-

mittedly don't owe any taxes, 
can't'help being ignorant. But 
.__ 
doesn't have to be dishonest and 
mean. Don't get me going, though, 
but I think my country is too fine 
to be completely messed up, like 
England during my time. But a 
couple more such administrations 
under, say, Bill Douglas of the Su- 
preme court or Chester Bowles, o£ 
Connecticut, and I might be in the 
frame of mind of an Englishman 
whom I know. Such people can 
drive you to exile. Millions 
and 


millions have run away from be- 
loved homelands to escape bad- 
government. 


He Is a very decent, respectable, 


dutiful, middle-class Englishman. 
Correct Education. Traditions, Did 
his bit in the first war. He is suc- 
cessful and by rights should be 
prosperous. He has earned a lot of 
money. But I gather one way and 
another that he is just about broke 
and that he has been badly scuffed 
up in a .scrape with one of.those 
utterly dishonest and, to a law-bid- 
ing E n 1 gl i h man, contemptible 
digbats in their income atx which 
compel a man to sell out his in- 
vestments to evade losses. That is 
no way to encourage capital to ven- 
ture into business. 


His government which he hates 


so frankly takes this methdod of 
driving investors out-of private en- 
terprise. Then it comes panhan- 
dling my 
government, which I 
hate, for my taxes representing 
months of hard work and my gov- 
ernment gives it to those thieving 
crumbs contrary to our own con- 
silution. Absolutely contrary. Our 
constritutipn gives my government 
no authority to give my money to 
other nations in which I have no 
vote. Read what it says. It says 
congress may collect taxes to pro- 
vide for the common defense and 
general welfare of my country, not 
of England, France or Italy. If 
English is our defender and my 
money is her pay, in advance, for 
fighting Russia, I just say Truman 
is nuts, that is all. Shu is further 
toward communism that we are 
and, 
you know, loan oft loses both 


itself and friend. They will hate our 
tripes and won't fight a Jiek if they 
understand that it is our war. 
They certainly have a right so to 
understand from the terms of the 
gifts of my tax money because the 
"common defense" proposition is 
the only possible justification. 
My English friend married 
an 


American girl 
who had 
some 
money of her own. She had been a 
worker for years and an intelligent 
investor. This was her money, but 
guess what that thieving govern- 
ment, which my friend hates so 
fiercely, tried to pull on her. The 
tax guy said, that because she was 
now the wife of an Englishman 
she would have to surrender her 
| fortune in American securities to 
the E n g 1 i sh treasury, or 
ex- 
chequer, and accept in return their 
punk bonds at 100 which are sell- 
ing down around 90 and paying 
only three per cent as against an 
average of around five per cent on 
her American stuff.
